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FAO Coins: A Collecting Legacy

| would bet that many readers will already know what I'm referring to, having been collectors throughout all or part of 
FAO's coin program. And | would also bet that at least some readers have noticed the term "FAO" showing up in coin 
catalogs and perhaps even in their collections without any idea of what it means. 


| personally have 30 or so such coins bearing FAO's logo, or one of the legends Food Security, Food and Work For All, and 
Alimentos Para el Mundo (Food for the World). Mine come from 27 different countries, and span from the 1970s up 
through 2005. Clearly, this was a large and long-running program.

The Food and Agriculture Organization is an agency of the United Nations with the goal to defeat 
hunger, through achieving food security for all. Its motto fiat panis "let there be bread" sums up 
this goal quite succinctly. Back in 1963, FAO commissioned stamps to promote their Freedom 
From Hunger Campaign, the idea being that sales of the stamps would fund their initiatives while 
creating awareness of world hunger. 153 countries issued stamps, whose sale raised more than 
$2 million USD. While it was seen as a success, it was noted that millions of people would never 
encounter stamps in their daily lives.

FAO realized that a similar program for coins could have several advantages. First, the participating nations would receive 
money from the sale of specially-designated coins, while also benefiting from the seignorage* of any circulation coins 
tucked away by collectors. Second, FAO itself would sell the collections in aloums to fund its own international projects. 
Third, countries issuing low-denomination coins would spread awareness of the program as the coins were passed from 
person to person in everyday commerce. 


The program was initially launched in 1968 as the "Coin Plan" but was 
soon re-christened The FAO Money and Medals Programme. Back 
issues of American Numismatic Association’s official publication, The 
Numismatist from 1968, mention the first FAO coin offerings almost in 
passing. September's describes a bronze 2 TAR] token issued by the 
Sovereign Military Order of Malta (not the country of Malta), and 
Uganda's 5 shilling FAO piece. November's issue briefly describes the 
program as including 24 nations to date. 


The first album of FAO coins was limited to 10,000 copies worldwide, ft 1968 FAO FIAT PANIS, SOVRANO MILITARE ORDINE DI 
and was essentially a mail-order subscription where the subscriber MALTA, Angelo 2 TARI bronze coin 

would receive the album and two cardboard pages of coins with 

transparent moveable windows in front of each item. Single pages 

would follow every few months that could be added to the aloum. The 
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subscription cost was $80 USD at the time. 


There were six FAO albums issued (Aluminum, Bronze, Copper, Iron, Silver, Zinc), each a different 
colour. Many large diameter silver coins were included in the albums. Most of the coins were one- 
year type coins with BU, Proof, or Proof-like finishes, and several were low-mintage issues.

1978 red album 1,000 pcs. (6 page 48 coins — most coveted due to low mintage).

After the completion of the first aloum, FAO started sending out "Collector Note" letters with information about upcoming 
albums and additions to the set. Collector Note #1 from April 1972 entices collectors to sign up for the second album, 
and required an upfront deposit on the final page to encourage subscribers to complete the album subscription. A 
financial nudge is given too, pointing out that Yeoman's value of the first set has already increased beyond the subscrip- 
tion cost. 


Later Collector Note(s) mention that the practice of giving the first album as a gift resulted in numbers of unsold pages 3, 
4 and 5. In an effort to get these abandoned "starter" albums into the hands of completest-collectors, refunds were of- 
fered. Surplus pages would be sold, or offered later with the binder ring-hole margin removed to make a more standalone 
board-style presentation. 


The albums are quite attractive, in thick, textured, coloured cardboard with gold or silver embossed labels. Pages are 
sized at 7 by 8% inches, or about half a legal-sized page. Subscribers were given the chance to order a personalized and 
numbered frontispiece, free of charge. 


The coins included, all in uncirculated or proof condition, are a mix of special non-circulating commemoratives, circulating 
commemoratives, and food-themed standard circulation issues. My photo of seven FAO coins above includes a few of the 
latter: coins that were issued as part of the program but do not specifically indicate this. 


Official printing numbers indicate that later albums had many fewer subscribers, with aloum #3 printing 5,000 of each 
page, and later albums of four-, three- and even one-thousand printings per page. FAO evidently realized that many 
collectors would not commit to full subscriptions, and in an effort not to shut out the casual collector, issued Money 
Panels as an alternative. 


Money Panels were also coloured cardboard, but in a larger 8% by 11 inch format. They were intended to be displayed, 
perhaps on a wall or in a standing frame, and would include a subset of the coins included in the albums, generally 
leaving out the more expensive coins such as proofs and silver. A Collector Note even gave instructions and dimensions 
for making a suitable frame! While there are 12-numbered panels in different colours, there was evidently pressure from 
collectors who wanted a complete set and had missed out on the early aloums. Supplemental panels numbered 2A, 1A, 
3A, 4A and 1B would be released, in that order, to fill this need. Unfortunately, by the time panel 1B was released, many 
of its component coins were unavailable, so it Supposedly shipped with only two of its 13 coin holes filled.

It appears that some 14 different aloums were released from 1968 to 1984, 
with 476 distinct numismatic items (including a single Jamaican bank note). 
| can find evidence of 19 panels with 302 items, all of which should have 
appeared in the albums, at least according to the Collector Note(s). 


The Money and Medals program continued to run, even though the albums 
and panels were eventually phased out. North Korea issued seven FAO coins 
in 2002, for instance.

Tracking down a complete list of FAO offer- 
ings is a challenge. FAO albums and panels 
include some tokens (like the 2 TARI 
mentioned above), so the Standard Catalog 
of World Coins does not list them all. Similar- 
ly, not every FAO issue found its way into an 
album or panel. Lesotho's five gold FAO 
coins issued in 1969 are a good example. 
Do they qualify? John F. Lubey wrote in the 
The Numismatist (November 1973) that he 
didn't think so "because they are high-valued 
gold items issued through commercial 
agencies" and Lesotho wouldn't have its own 
circulating coinage until 1979. FAO also 
released occasional medals, notably a series 
of distinguished women as Ceres, the Roman 
Goddess of Agriculture. Sophia Loren for 
instance graced 1971's medal in the series. 


This medal is 68mm 
in diameter and is the heaviest of all Ceres medals that FAO produced.

The online coin catalog Numista does not flag all of the FAO issues, although some FAO collectors are working to change 
that. Currently the site lists 702 FAO items, including tokens and patterns, although not the Jamaican bank note. 


More information can be found in dribs and drabs if you take the time to scour the coin discussion groups, which give 
ample evidence that the coins are still actively sought out by many collectors. These discussions led me to Attilio 
Armiento, an Italian enthusiast who has published a catalog of the over 1,850 FAO-related numismatic items released to 
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date. Armiento sells his full-colour catalog on eBay as the aptly-named user faocoinscollector.

In the preface of Armiento's 2022 English edition, we learn from 
Stephen Dembner of the FAO that the program was "reluctantly... 
deactivated" in 2009 in favour of other promotional activities. We 
learn too that FAO coins live on as countries continue to commemo- 
rate not only World Food Day, but also the anniversary of FAO itself, 
as Egypt did in 2015 with four issues, and India did in 2020 with 
one.

How much money the program raised for individual countries and for FAO's initiatives does not seem to be freely 
available. Their annual reports are posted online, but | have been unable to find a program summary from the time it 
ended. Suffice it to say, the Money and Medals Programme ran for over 40 years. It was without question the first and 
largest international coin program ever to be run, and involved 119 countries! 


Lubey back in late 1973 wrote that since 1968, already 700 million FAO coins had been minted for countries represent- 
ing one billion people, at the time close to a third of the world's population. With eight billion people now on the planet, 
"Food Security For All" is still an urgent issue needing to be addressed.2 And the FAO coin program doubtless brought that 
issue to the attention of a great many people.

First Order of Merit Dies 


SA Australiana Study Group 77‘ Meeting, 5 May 2022 [https://www.australiana.org.au/] 


Australian numismatist Peter Lane, a long-time friend who like your editor has *\}) 
been a member of the Australian Numismatic Society for many years, runs the SA 
Australiana Study Group. As such, he shares articles he writes about pieces the 
group studied. Here he tells us about these First Order of Merit Dies > 


“These are two bronze dies in the form of obverse and reverse of the First Order of 
Merit medal awarded by the Adelaide Jubilee International Exhibition in 1887. The 
die maker is unknown. Below the dies are two ink impressions made with the dies. 
These bronze dies are designed to impress an ink image onto a flat surface such 
as paper. The raised parts of both dies will clash if pressed together; impressions 
made by each stamp on paper with soft underlay will not show real embossing.” 


“The ‘medal’ part of each die is approximately 332mm diameter, smaller than the 
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75mm of the original award medal. The ‘medals’ are backed by a 39x39mm integral plate, each with four holes for screws 
with chamfered heads. Although the thickness of one plate is different to the other, the overall thickness of both dies is 
approximately 4mm. The dies were apparently designed to be screwed or bolted as a pair to a plate or roller.” 


“The dies seem to have been turned on a lathe from solid blocks of bronze to leave the raised circular medal sections. 
These were then meticulously engraved and may have incurred reasonable cost to make. Origin or purpose of the dies 
remains a mystery. There seems to be no record of these dies having been used on any known document or for a newspa- 
per of the period. Speculation suggests that they may have been produced privately for an organization or well-off individ- 
ual who had won this award at the exhibition and wanted to make a paper image of the medal for record or advertising 
purposes. Or were they part of an abandoned plan to use the die images on a certificate? Each First Order of Merit medal 
was accompanied by a large monochrome professionally printed certificate bearing no image of the medal.”

The couple has also been member of the TNA 
for 48 years (42 of the most recent years have been as the official TNA Medals Officers), and has served for 50 years in 
the Gateway Coin Club of San Antonio and Frank designed the GCC’s 50th Anniversary medal. 


You have both done 
so much for numismatics and your positive reinforcement with collectors resonates with everyone who knows you. Well 
done!” Judy shared, “Congratulations Frank and Karla on receiving this well-deserved and prestigious award. It’s nice to 
see your many efforts recognized.” 


Sudan: Truth or Fiction? 


It hard to know when to believe anything from media sources or even the Central Bank of Sudan. Sudan has become 
known as _ world centre for money laundering, and the CBoS claims to have put many new program and systems in place 
to help eliminate this, but yet it still goes on. Now let’s get to the inflation issue, when has it not been an issue in Sudan? 
Can you believe the media? Back in 2020 the media raged about new SDG 1000 notes coming as a result of inflation. 
Then on 3 June 2021, came a declaration: The Central Bank of Sudan denied what was circulated on social media about 
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an announcement of issuing a new 1,000-pound banknote. The Central Bank of Sudan (CBoS) confirmed that it will NOT 
put this category for circulation, bearing in mind tht the announcement is old. It was published by the Central Bank in the 
newspapers in September of 2019, the Central Bank added. The bank called on all citizens not to pay attention to such 
rumours. So what happened? In all likelihood readers confused the Central Bank of Sudan with the Central Bank of South 
Sudan! This South Sudan 1,000-pound note was introduced into circulation in February 2021. The Central Bank of South 
Sudan in Africa’s newest nation, which seceded from Sudan on 9 July 2011, introduced a new bank note of 1,000 South 
Sudanese pounds worth $7.68USD on February 4th. The move was in response to high inflation and the perpetual depre- 
ciation of currency. The country was also impacted by its dependence on oil revenue for 98% of its budget. Production, 
however, due to civil conflict that broke out in December 2013, has decreased substantially since most oil fields in the 
country’s northern region had to shut down. Now fast-forward to June 2022, and MRI Bankers’ Guide, Dabanga, and other 
media sites are stating the Central Bank of Sudan announced on 6 June 2022 that is was introducing a new SDG 1000 
banknote. But the Central Bank of Sudan makes no reference to this on its website under news and announcements nor 
on its banknote pages. So truth or fiction? 


Dabanga (YAII Africa media—print, radio and tv) Khartoum, states: 


The Central Bank of Sudan (CBoS) announced yesterday that it will be issuing a new note of SDG 1,000. The new 
note comes amidst rising inflation in Sudan. In a public statement, the CBoS announced “to all the public that a 
new SDG 1,000 banknote has been issued” according to article 6A of the Central Bank of Sudan Law 2002 and its 
amendments and “based on the authorities of the Central Bank of Sudan and its competencies and responsibilities 
in protecting the national currency, stabilizing the exchange rate, and helping to achieve economic stability.” The 
SDG 1,000 note is the newest addition in a series of new notes of increasingly higher values amidst rising inflation. 


There was not image of this new note that was supposedly “issued”. Is it truth or fiction? Digging deeper, Dabanga Televi- 
sion adds: 


The socioeconomic detritus of the 30-year dictatorship of Al Bashir, who has also been on trial in Khartoum for cur- 
rency offences, has left Sudan’s economy in ruins, with th value of the Sudanese Pound (SDG) at all-time lows 
against international currencies. In its dying throes, the Al Bashir regime desperately ordered the printing of new 
currency denominations of SDG 100, SDG 200, and SDG 500 by the Central Bank of Sudan in an attempt to solve 
the chronic pubic ad commercial liquidity crisis. In the years after, concerns about the rising inflation grew, 
strengthened by Sudan’s importing of most basic needs, the budget deficit, and the dramatic increased in salaries 
financed through the printing of banknotes, which led to a further devaluation of the Pound. Recently, the Suda- 
nese Pound plunged even further, and the US Dollar traded for SDG550 on the parallel forex market. United Na- 
tions reports indicate that the value of the local currency has decreased 20 times (2,000 per cent) during the past 
five years. 
So what does the exchange show today (June 15, 2022)? 456.50S

So is it truth of fiction this time, did the Central Bank of 
Sudan issue a 2022 SDG 1,000 note or not? 


Well let’s roll back to Autumn 2021. The 25 October 2021 military coup left the country’s 2022 budget plans in confusion 
and by 22 December 2021, the earlier projected economic growth of 3% was dashed, with Sudanese expecting more 
price hikes, power cuts, and empty shelve in the new year, and let’s not forget, this was heading into the second year of a 
pandemic worldwide lockdown. Just weeks prior to handing over power to a civilian government, Lt.-Gen. Abdel-Fattach al- 
Burhan launched a coup in Sudan, subverting political and economic gains made during a revolution that toppled former 
dictator Omar Al-Bashir in April 2019. On a Sunday, civilians organized the largest protest yet against the coup, marking 
the third anniversary of the revolution. 
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On 5 April 2022, Sudan’s Finance Minister Jibril lorahim announced on live 
televisions (NewsCentral) that he is seeking a $1 billion Central Bank deposit 
to support the country’s currency when he visits Saudi Arabia. The economy of 
the North African country of Sudan has deteriorated since the October 2021 
coup, when international financing was suspended, and the country’s curren- 
cy fell by more than a quarter. A scarcity of hard currency has plagued the 
country. The Finance Minister said he was expecting to meet his Saudi coun- 
terpart in Jeddah to discuss cooperation and arrangements for the $1. billion 
deposit to the Central Bank of Sudan. 


On 7 June 2022, MRI Bankers’ Guide stated the new note was in circulation and 
provided this image. Seeing is believing, so it would appear “visually” this time it’s 
“Truth”. MRI states the issue of this note was originally announced in 2019; how- 
ever, as we know, the Central Bank of Sudan denied that announcement. So three 
years later, here’s the note. 


What’s next for Sudan, an SDG 5,000 note if the hyperinflation continues?

Scott has joined the world of Woodies! 


Most would not believe this, that is if they know Scott E. Douglas well, but he’s is now a Woodie! Yes, it’s true. The man 
who said he would never issue a wooden token, has done so, and not just one but an array of colours! Scott gave a set to 
the Canadian Association of Wooden Money Collectors (CAWMC) to auction to be held at its Annual Breakfast held during 
the RCNA in July 2022 in Ottawa. Scott engaged James Williston (CAWMC President, owner of CWW) to make him 200 hot- 
stamped (foil) woods (38 mm). 140 are black on both sides. Then there are 5 sets of 12 (total 60) with each set consist- 
ing of different colour: purple, pink, red, gold / metallic yellow, blue, green, turquoise, fuchsia, brown, silver, black, and 
copper /metallic orange, Now those woodies who are close to Scott, know he’s kept all personalized woods given to him 
by his friends without ever returning a personal wood back. So this is a true historic moment in bearing witness to Scott 
issuing a wood and in such a big way! He says it will likely be the only time. Like Scott, the wood has much charm and 
humour. The obverse legend is in a very stylistic font, and reads, “Scott E. Douglas” above a Canadian Maple Leaf and a 
Scottish Bagpipes, and below that “Numismatic Researcher / of Canadian / Tokens and Medals”. The reverse reads 
above a circle of a large tree branch with winding branches around it and leaves, “While researching / into my family 
tree / When | login, what do | see / My roots they may show that | / am a Scot, but a collector of / woods | really am knot! 
Scott with his wife Deb, has been hand-delivering sets of these woods to his friends. The rest he plans to hand out at 
conventions and shows, and other events he attends.
